4. The provisions of section 124, Civil Pension Code, for condouation of deficiencies 
of service do not apply to pensions granted on the graduated scalo now sanctioned. 


5. The necessury additions and corrections in the Civil Pension Code will be issued 
hereafter.

; Rule 8.—On the day of the auction the lessee, to whom the ferry has heen knocked down, 
shalt deposit one-fourth of the bid-as security for the due fulfilment by him of the conditions 
of his Jeage. 

Rule 9.—In cases in which the ferrv is leased for only a year, or part of @ year, the lessee 
ehall be held liuble for the rent for the entire period the moment the ferry bas*veen knocked 
down to him.

Rule 10.—The enntract which the lessee will be required to execute under section 9 of the
